T he American Heritage Dictionary defines 
referee: ‘One to whom something is 
referred, especially for settlement or deci- 
sion.” But in the GLOW Dictionary, the word 
might just as well mean, “A human punching 
bag; one to whom insults are referred.” Or 
as Aunt Kitty once told him, “If we want your 
decision, we'll slap it out of you!” Referee- 
ing isn’t an easy job when you're put in a ring 
with GLOW’s fighting hellcats. 

In fact, Referee Steve Blance says it would 
probably be easier being thrown into a cage 
of lionesses.

Though Susie Spirit treats 
him nice (below), Ref 
Blance otherwise gets no 
respect in the ring. 
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Ninotchka (below, left) 
treats the ref with the 
same contempt she treats 
everyone else. 


There are of course normal dangers of 
reffing. For instance, let’s say Mt. Fiji has 
fallen across Ninotchka’s chest, hoping to 
pin her. Steve naturally crouches down 
near Ninotchka’s head so that he can see 
if her shoulders are being pinned. Sud- 
denly the mad Russian musters enough 
strength to jerk her body up and roll Mt. 
Fiji's mountainous volume. . .you guessed 
it! Right on top of Ref Blance.

wrestler tries a flying kick or a flying 
cross—and the intended victim ducks out 
of the way, exposing...you guessed it 
again! Boom! Down goes the ref. Occa- 
sionally he'll even be behind somebody 
who's knocked backwards. ‘You can see 
I’m not a big guy. Most of these girls 
tower over me, and some of ‘em outweigh 
me by a few pounds. Being in there with 
‘em is sometimes like being caught in an 
eight-point earthquake.” 

But to make matters worse, the bad 
girls take pot shots at him whenever they 
get the chance. “Corporal Kelly has always 
been one of the worst. | think she hates 
me. Or maybe | remind her of a crybaby 
recruit. Anyway, I’ve still got bruises and 
bite marks from her. Now it’s part of my 
contract that | get tetanus and rabies 
shots after every match she’s in. 

“And there's Manna the Headhunter. 
She swings into the ring like Tarzan and 
kicks at every head she sees.” 

Then there are the sneaky ones, like 
Hollywood and Vine, who creep around 
the ring and sometimes launch a hit ‘n’ 
run attack against the ref. “These are 
basically dangerous people. You have to 
keep in mind that I’m not paid to wres- 
tle and I haven't been trained for it. These 
girls work every day for months and years 
to tone their bodies and learn how to fall 
and absorb all the shack their bodies get. 
Not me. I’m like a big target out there. 
And these girls know it. | almost have to 
have eyes in the back of my head.” 

Even more dangerous are the wrestlers 
who go out of control. . .or were never in 
control to begin with. “Dementia always 
scares the daylights out of me because 
there’s simply no mind there. She's pure 
instinct. | don’t even know how Aunt Kit- 
ty managed to teach her those moves. If 
you're standing there in front of her when 
she gets going, she doesn’t distinguish 
you from another wrestler or, say, a block 
of wood. It’s that block of wood that 
scares me! 

“You must remember that Security is 
usually behind the seats, and between 
the time | or the announcer calls for them 
and the time they actually get up into the 
ring and save my skin, | have to fend for 
myself. Having Dementia stumble at you 
with a raised ax, or seeing Chainsaw and 
Spike converging on you with a Black & 


Decker and a blowtorch, or being chased 
around by the Housewives with buckets 
of caustic floor cleaner...it’s a pretty 
scary business.” 

Steve remembers actually being picked 
up by Corporal Kelly and thrown com- 
pletely out of the ring. ‘Picture Kelly 
standing there holding me above her 
head. It’s not a pretty picture.” 

Some of the toll is mental. It’s bad 
enough being constantly baited by Aunt 
Kitty, who considers it part of her job as 
manager of the bad girls to distract him 
every chance she gets, so that her girls 
can cheat and use dirty tricks on their op- 
ponents without being disqualified. But 
when Princess of Darkness hypnotizes 
you with her Mojo Bone and has you run- 
ning blindly around the ring like an idiot, 
that’s enough! “Whenever she’s around, 
| always hum to myself, so that | can’t hear 
her chants,’ he says. “And | never look at 
that bone straight on. | have to turn my 
head away at all times, so that | only see 
it out of the corner of my eye. But then, 
that allows her to use more illegal tricks 
without me seeing them.” 

Still, the job does have its compensa- 
tions. He blissfully remembers being 
kissed by Susie Spirit, who has a deep 
compassion for the underdog. “I was feel- 
ing so miserable after being chased by 
Dementia and slapped around by the 
Soul Patrol and sneak-attacked by Vine, | 
must've looked like a whipped dog. And 
| guess that just brought out Susie’s 
maternal, protective instincts. 

“It's a rough job, but somebody has to 
be in there, trying to keep order. Other- 
wise there's chaos. If you give some of 
these girls an inch, they'll take your 
watch, your wallet...even your life! | 
know Matt Dillon didn’t enjoy having to 
keep the peace in Dodge City, but he 
knew there was a job to do. That’s how
